P aris, April 18.— T h e final form of 
th e peace treaty Is being rapidly d raft­ 
ed in order to have it ready for pre- 
senatlon to the G erm an delegates when 
they arrive at V ersailles. 
T h e document, as

takin g part in the war and now making 
peace, with the designation of pleni­ 
poten tiaries of each country and with 
th eir power to sign. 
T h en conies a brief declaration, not 
exceeding 30 words, stating .that on 
th e conclusion of the trea ty and the 
ex ch an g e of ratifications, the war shall 
com e to an end.
